ANZA'S BRAVE EXPEDITION. 


i 
It "n-as just one .hundred aud fifty years ago 


{' that Juan Bnutista de Anza, wlio is called by 
1 many authorities the real founder of San Fran- 


f eisco, made his first expedition over the deserts 


1 'and mountains and blazed the trail for El 
1 Camino Real. 
' 
Anza came five years after his friends Serra 


1 End Portola but he came by the land route up 
' from Sonora and old Mexico, figkting thirst 


, and storms, and braving attack. There were 


• 'thirty-four in the party including the com- 


• mander, Fray Juan Diaz, Fray Francisco 
Garces, twenty soldiers, guides and muleteers. 
Over the sand dunes and mountains they 
pushed and they passed the San Jacinto moun- 
tains and Tvhere now stand San Gabriel, Saa 


• Bernardino and Riverside. 


When Don Jose de Galvez was organizing 


, the first attempt at the conquest of California, 
. Anza asked his king that he be allowed to 
march from Sonora by the way of Kios Gila 
•nd Colorado to meet the expedition of Portola 
; at Monterey. After a brusque refusal the 
.King ot bpam recousiuerea auu auovveu uie 


'l explorer to go. 
On January 8, 1774, Anza 


• Btarted his first expedition the story of which 
may be recommended to all who have not read 
' it as one filled with brave and dramatic ei- 


•t pipit, hardship and humor which, in the face 
,' of the test, was as valorous as the grim inei- 
: dents of the march, 


It was on March 11, 1774, when the erpedi- 


' tton turned its back on the Colorado desert 
' and, according to Chapman, Eldredge and other 
' historians who have traced the route and shown 


Bancroft to have been in error, made his way 
Into the San Jacinto Mountains by the "broad 
Canada of the San Felipe river." 


His animals were very weak from the purging 


•aused by the alkaline grass and water of San Se- 
bastian, and. two of them dj£d. 
He advanced only 


cms and a half leagues (a leng-ue was 2 604 miles), 
then halted for the night where there were some 
Biesquite trees, whose leaves furnished scanty for- 
age for the beasts. In this place were four or five 
families of Eerranos, who informed him that the 
•ea teas distant thre* days' Journey to the west, 
l>nd that some of their relatives near it had seen 


' people like the Spaniards who lived at a distance 


oj five or six days' journey. The »ea, Anza Inferred, 
was the Philippine Ocean, and the people were those 
who lived at the Puerto de San Diego. 


It is strange no community along the King's 


Highway marked the anniversary of the pass- 
Ing of this brave band. The second expedition 
of Anza, the one which came farther north, 
rtarted in 1775 and arrived in 1770. It may be 
•uggested now, a year in advance, that those 
places included in this journey, some of them 


, given their names at the time, consider plans 
' for commemorating this one hundred and 
.'fiftieth anniversary.

''elation and other organizations to establish 
Mny Day as one for cnnsrrnrtive, concentrated 
thought fiiic! uci.iui^tr.til -:. *~* Vualf of cAn:

been, given the approval of President Coolidge. 
An exchange of 1ftf?r« hptwppn thp Prpsidont 
and Secretary Hoover, -?vho is also president of 
the Child Health A^ot iation, has revealed the 
need for a wider and inoro intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the problem.'- of child life. 


The great growth of cities in the United 


'•States has brought new problems of health. 
, "These problems,'' say. President Coolidge, 
"should be met by action within each com- 


• inanity itself. Our whole social and political 
progress lies in strong and effective action and 
.Initiative of our local communities. Our na- 
tional voluntary associations concerned in 
'these questions serve i\ great purpose in scien- 
tific research and building up public muler- 
etanding upon which action shall be taken and 
from which solutions will be found ID each 
community." 


What are the problems? In what respects 


are Americans lacking in a national conscience 
'for the public protection and well-being of chil- 
dren? This is what Herbert Hoover says: 
" "We have in America upward of 35 million 
children, the great majority of whom are the 


, oftjeet of the utmost solicitude upon the part 


ur parent*, but no amou^ 0f individual 


solicitude can correct the dangers to which 
they are subject in many communities by fail- 
ure of community safeguards. With all the 
enlightenment and all the prosperity of our 
great people, we find that in five other nations 
there 5s a lower death rate amongst infants; 
we find in sixteen other nations a lower rate 
of fatality amongst mothers at childbirth; the 
great national draft indicated that something 
like eighty j>er cent of (he men examined were 
deficient in some particular or another. We 
find in many of our communit'e« impure sources 
of water and impure supplies of milk; and in 
many insufficient consumption of milk; In 
others we find inadequate provision for health 
inspection and playgrounds; we find archaic 
systems and incompetent administration of 
public health in many cities and towns; we 
still have large numbers of children at work in 
factories when they should be in school." 


Finding such things, it may be asked what 


is being done? la the last twenty years infajH 
mortality in this country has been reduced by' 
one-half. In no other nation in the world is 
there such solicitude for ill and crippled chil- 
dren. The national delinquency is not in indi- 
vidual regard but in couiuiuuin effort such ab 
will surround the children with safeguards. 
''This is a problem,'' says Mr. Hoover, "of main- 
taining health rather than curing disease." 


These are the thoughts behind the plan to 


establish May Day, traditionally one for chil- 
dren, as one dedicated to a centering of thought 
upon their needs. With the approval of the 
President, governors, commissioners of health, 
mayors, various organizations, other persons 
and agencies are being asked to join in stimu- 
lating consideration to the problems of child 
welfare and child health. May Day of this 
year will have a large meaning to all of those 
who inform themselves of the needs, purposes 
and possibilities of the program which it is to 
emphasize. 


NO SHORTAGE THIS YEAR. 


Largely because of the construction of the 


San Pablo dam and the impounding of a large 
store of water in that reservoir, there will be 
no water shortage in the Eastbay this year. 
The reassurance voiced by President Edgerton 
of the water company is welcome because the 
unusually dry winter had seemed to carry with 
it a threat of shortened supply. 


The Eastbay will go through this year on 


full water rations. Work is started on the 
dnm nf nnppr Pnn T^nnrlrn mid flip time will 
come when the community may thank that bar- 
rier for further postponing the time when the 
supply is not large enough to meet the demands. 


Of course the purpose and intent of the com- 


munity is that no such time will come, that 
before the danger year Is reached the Munici- 
pal Utilities District will have purchased the 
local company and will he delivering water 
from the source selected by the expert advisers 
as offering the most advantages. 


In his annual report President Edgerton em- 


phasizes, once more, the need for haste. 
It 


will take time to fix upon the purchase price 
pf the company's holdings. Probably a con- 
demnation suit with its expert testimony will 
have to be conducted. Under favorable circum- 
stances months, perhaps a year, must elapse. 
In one year the local consumption of water 
has increased by ten per cent. February's new 
water connections increased almost two per 
cent over January. There can be no delay.

.Although Mr. Wilbur is a lawyer by profession, he 
is «. graduate of the United States Naval Academy, 
and therefore Is not unfamiliar with our sea forces. 
U'hnt i* even of prentcr Importance in these days 
of nenous tension, he Is a man o£ unquestioned In- 
tegrity and an outstanding figure in his own state. 


The fact that Mr. Wilbur belongs to the Pacific 


Coast his a special Interest in this part of the 
country. 
Hib selection may be taken as a. recogni- 


tion of the keen interest which the people of this 
Coast have in naval affairs. 
It is here that the 


greatest naval development «hoi/!d take place. 


Only onc« before in the history of the country 


has a President looked to the Pacific Coast for &

they have made a serious mistake.
